SUBJECT : Release of Military latelligezice 

to Foreign Oovemments 


t« Ube cmroxA revision ot tho Nl^U>*a seems an a^repriate 
time to raise a matter which has concerned me for some time. 

2. NSC ID 1 auteorises ttie Director of Central XnteUlgenre to 
disseminate naHonal and interdepartmental intelligence* on a 
strictly ctestroUed basis te fmreipi govenanents npmi his deter- 
mination with the concvirrencc of toe Intelligence Advisory 
Committee (lAC) that sneh aetioo eronid substantially prtanote 

toe seenrity toe United l^tes* provided that such disseminatiem 
is consistent with existing statutes and Presidential policy. 

3. One instrument of Presidential policy which applies to 

tois matter is the Basic Pddey Gover^tog the Disclosure cf Classified 
Military Information to Foreign Ckwemments (MIC 296/29) . This 
policy stems frmn the Presidential Direetdve of February 27. 1946 
which directed toe Secretaries of ^te. War and Navy isuhsequenUy 
toe Secretaries of Stato and Defense) to exercise ceadrol of toe dis- 
closure of classiBed military information to foreign governments. 
Pursuant to the autoority tons granted, toe SUto-Defense Military 
Information Control Committee ftmetions as toe agent of the Secre- 
taries of Stato and Defense for developing, fbrmulatixmi and promul- 
gating policies and procedures govemittg the disclosure of classiBed 
military information, which includes military intelligence. 


e intordi^rtmental intelligence as imrein referred to is ecsistrued 
to mean '^interdepartmeidal intelligence produced witoln toe 
I AC structure.’* 
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4. Tliaas between NSCXO X aad tibe Basic Ptdicy Qoretning 
the Oisclos«ure of Classified Military liptfcwnnatloa to Foreiga 
Goveram«iktB there is aa apparent ctsudniict ia aafitority with regard 
to toe reteasability of military iatellig«sce when that military imtel. 
ligmice is |wrt <d aatioaal or iaterdepartmeatal iatelligeace, 1 
beUrre toat it is essential to elimiaate any coafuslon or misiater. 
pretatlon which may arise therefrom. 

5. 1 reco m m e nd toerefore toat the Secretaries of Stale and 
Defense formally aclmowledge that their aatoority to exercise 
control of toe release to ftMreign govdraments of classified military 
inforaoatlon ander toe Baidc Policy Governing toe Release of Class!, 
fied IdUitary Information to Foreign Governments will not be applied 
to imtiosal intelligence and interdepartmental intelli^nce aftdch may 
contain militory Intelligence. Tbe release of each isdelligcsice will 
be governed by toe provisions of NlK^lO 1 and win be in ceidormiiy 
with criteria adopted hy toe LAC wMch will be consistent with toe 
criteria prescribed in toe Basic Policy Governing toe Disclosure

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MEMORANDUM FOR : Director of Central Intelligence 

SUBJECT ; Release of Military Intelligence to 

Foreign Governments 

1. By directive of 27 February 1946 the President directed the 
Secretaries of State, War and Navy (subsequently the Secretaries of State 
and Defense) to exercise control of the release to foreign governments of 
classified military information, which includes military intelligence, in 
accordance with the Basic Policy Governing the Disclosure of Classified 
Military Information to Foreign Governments. 

2. NSCID 1 authorizes the DCI with the concurrence of the lAC to 
disseminate to foreign governments national intelligence and interdepart- 
mental intelligence produced within the lAC structure. Such intelligence 
frequently includes military intelligence. 

3. Taking cognizance of NSCID 1 and of the criteria agreed to by 

the I AC as set forth in the I AC document entitled Criteria and Conditions 
Governing the Release of Intelligence to Foreign Governments by the lAC, 
it is understood that the authority of the Secretaries of State and Defense 

to exercise control of the release of classified military information under 
the Basic Policy Governing the Disclosure of Classified Military Infor- 
mation to Foreign Governments will not be applied to national intelligence 
and interdepartmental intelligence produced within the lAC structure 
which may contain military intelligence.

SECRET — 
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CRITERIA AND CONDITIONS GOVERNING IHE RELEASE 
OF INIELLIGENCE TO FOEIEIGN GOVERNMENTS BY THE lAC 

1. Pursuant to NSCID 1 the Director of Central Intelligence is author- 
ized to disseminate national intelligence and interdepartmental intelligence 
produced within the Intelligence Advisory Committee structure on a strictly 
controlled basis to foreign governments and international bodies upon his 
determination with the concurrence of the Intelligence Advisory Committee, 
that such action would substantially promote the security of the United 
States* Provided, That such dissemination is consistent with existing 
statutes and Presidential policy including that reflected in international 
agreements 5 and provided further that any disclosure of FBI Intelligence 
information shall be cleared with that agency prior to dissemination* The 
Presidential directive of 25 May 1953 sets forth the requirement for deter- 
mining wnet advantage to the interests of the United States’* prior to re- 
leasing classified information to foreign governments. The release of AE 
intelligence is governed by the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act of 195U* 

2* The release of military intelligence is governed by **Basic Policy 
Governing the Disclosure of Classified Militaiy Information to Foreign 
Governments,” as approved by the President on 27 February 191+6, and imple- 
mented by MIC 206/29* However, the authority of the Secretaries of State 
and Defense to exercise control of the release of classified military infor- 
mation under this policy will not be applied to the release of national in- 
telligence and interdepartmental Intelligence produced within the lAC structure 
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TJhich may contain military intelligence. Such release shall be governed by 
the policy set forth in paragraph 1 and shall be in conformity with the 
criteria listed below which are consistent with the criteria prescribed in 
imc 206/29 (Revised). 

3 , Within the policy set forth in paragraph 1 the following additional 
criteria characterize intelligence which should not be released by the IA.C 
to foreign governments s 

a. Intelligence which may reveal sources and methods, such ass 
i. K source or method of acquisition the revelation of which 

might jeopardize the operation ^'r existence of a covert intelli- 
gence activity! 

ii» A source or method of acquisition the revelation of which 
might Identify and thereby jeopardize the safety, welfare or 
reputation of any individual connected therewith, or preclude the 
future use of such source or individual in the collection of 
intelligence or other activities! 

iii. A source or method or acquisition which -the recipient 
nation might use for propaganda purposes against the United States, 
or to Impede a United States intelligence collection effort. 

b. Intelligence on the recipient countiy or its possessions, de- 
pendencies or doffilipionSfl except that based upon inf oawation obtained 
.vith the consent of the recipient countiy, or from open sources. 
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Co Intelligence which is overtly obtained from another foreign 
government, or as the result of a combined effort with another foreign 
govenuaent, except when the intelligence is received without restric- 
tions as to its further release to third nations® 

d. Intelligence, the possession or use of which by the recipient 
nation would be likely to be hamful, derogatoiy or prejudicial to any 
United States Government interest® 

e® Intelligence, the release of which to foreign governments would 
be contrary to United States federal legislation or to agreements or 
treaties between the United States and foreign nations® 

f. Intelligence, the release of which would be likely to be detri- 
mental to the foreign policy of the U.S® 

In addition to the above, release of Intelligence will be effected 
only upon the satisfaction of the following specific conditions; 

a, Ihe recipient government will not release the information to a 
third government without the approval of the United States® For the 
purposes of this proviso, the United Kingdom and each of the Common- 
wealth Nations are considered to be separate national 

bo The recipient government will affo2d to the infomation substan- 
tially the same degree of security protection afforded to it by the 
United States | 

Co The recipient government will not use the information for 
other than national security purposes® 
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5* Ihe criteria and conditions for the release of intelligence set 
forth above may be modified from time to time by the IA.C upon the recommenda- 
tion of any member thereof. In this connection, consideration will be given 
by the lAC to the criteria and conditions which the State-Defense Militaiy 
Information Control Committee may adopt, in order to assure that the criteria 
and conditions of the lAC are consistent therewith.
